COOKIE-CUTTER 

What a writer in the Outlook calls 
“cookie-cutter character” comes in for & 
pretty severe arraignment by him in an ar- 
ticle in which he attempts to show that 


standardization has produced an “appalling 


degree of sameness” in Americans. This 
sameness, he contends, is not merely me- 
chanical, but it extends to mind, soul and 
spirit and is “too patent * 

Here is seen only a slight variation of 
the argument made by the social economist 
whose other name is iconoclast in these 
times of morbid character analysis and 
forced generalization by the riders of hob- 
bies who are getting nowhere , but making 
plenty of noise. This writer professes to 
believe that “cookie-cutter character and 
outlook are being stampea out with neat- 
ness, regularity and dispatch” all over the 
country and that “even the cities and towns 
lose themselves in a blur of similarity.” 
To contravene the most sweeping of these 
assertions is not dificult, but in respect to 
fashions fn attire and architecture as well 
as colloquial expressions, including the 
slang of the day, they are true enough, 
though they could have been uttered with 
sincerity and validity by the critics of any 
period of civilization. It is true that in 


mechanics standardization has been carried 
forward in a way of which our forefathers 
never dreamed. The screw thread of a half- 


inch pipe will fit a coupling of that size 
made or used anywhere in the country, and 
the electric lamp twists into the socket, no 
matter from what factory it comes. There 
is much uniformity in auotmobile parts and 
in the methods of their adjustment. But to 
apply to uuman character the imagery rep- 
resented by the similarity of these mate 
rial objects is altogether fallacious where 
the application is made in a general way, 
as the critic in question makes it, 

The only hope he has for Americans 18 
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that they may retain their individuality de- 


apite the progress they are making toward 
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the loss of it. The expression of this hope 
is all that saves from ridicule one who 
holds that standardization of mind, soul 
and spirit is going on in this country. One 
is ready to concede that in immature minds 
—those of young people anxious to conduct 
themselves in up-to-date ways—there is 
more or less uniformity as to the super- 
ficialities of life. Still this tendency is no 
more a modern than an ancient one. But 
mo age ever held out more encouragement 
for individual thought and expression of the 
highest sort than ours. 

Affairs of the soul relate to religion. 
Never was the individual less hampered in 
respect to his religious beliefs than at pres- 
ent. It is not so very long ago that people 
were persecuted for holding theological 
views that differed from those of their 
neighbors. Today they may think and talk 
as they please about such matters, and they 
do not hesitate to do so. Nor do we punish 
our modern Galileos or Newtons, but rather 
exalt them. 

Cookie-cutter religion and science are not 
“patent everywhere,” and it would seem 
that a writer is pretty hard up for a sub 
ject upon which to vent his morbid views 
of modernism when he tackles it from such 
a strange and untenable angle, , |

“If the halls of Congress are to be 
the scene of almost daily fistic encounters 
the ideal candidate is the world champion 
heavyweight,” says the Marion Star.
